SYSTEM XX 

1. Lockheed submitted a message to this Headquarters that 
included the following comments on System XX <14 January 1965) 


”Th© System XX Pod with simulated package weight 
was evaluated to maximum altitude and to an indicated 
air speed of 240 knots in gust at low altitude. No 
adverse characteristics were noted and the installation 
is considered aero-dynamic ally acceptable. A slight 
wing heavy condition waa easily corrected by transferring 
fuel. Approximately three degrees more left wheel was 
required to compensate for the extra weight and drag of 
the Pod.” 

2. (ha 19 January I960, the following instructions were 
transmitted to Lockheed: 

"1. Request you provide Headquarters with comments 
ref suitability of present wing-mount pod from an aero- 
dynamic standpoint. 

2. What is Lockheed position ref location of present 
aerodynamic pod on top of vertical stabiliser rather than 
on wing? 

3. Request Lockheed recommendations on manufacture 
of prototype and production pods. Do you desire to 
fabricate pod and mount minus hemispheric window or do 
you recommend Aero-Jet General produce entire package?"
